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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the amendment filed on 15 September 2006 in which claims 
15-18, and claims 1-14 and 19-33 were cancelled. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach a surface loudspeaker array comprising a plurality of vertically-splayable 
speaker racks, which is defined as flat speakers horizontally splayed to a preset angle, that are 
connected together vertically in a serial manner, wherein each said vertically-splayable speaker 
racks includes a plurality of planar magnetic transducers or flat panel speakers, wherein at least 
one of said vertically-splayable speaker racks comprises: a rib, which is defined as a structural 
fi^amework for the vertically-splayable rack; a baffle, which is defined as a structure for isolating 
one speaker from another, secured to said rib; and a pluraUty of planar magnetic transducers or 
flat panel speakers secured to said baffle, as substantially described and connected to the other 
functional language recited in the claims.
